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LL.A. Scholarship Winners

Have you ever wondered what becomes 
of the money you pay into the I.L.A. 
Scholarship and Loan Fund from your 
dues each year? Who it is given to and 
how many of the persons helped remain 
in the library profession? As you may 
know, some thirty years ago an Indiana 
Library Association Loan Fund was estab- 
lished to give financial aid to the members 
of the Association desiring further pro- 
fessional training. The Fund was derived 
from a fifty cent levy on each member of 
the Association as a part of the annual 
dues and from occasional gifts. By 1930, 
the Fund had reached $500 and the first 
loan was made. Few loans were requested 
during the early “hirties but after 1934 the 
Fund was used quite actively. Following 
World War II, however, there were very 
few requests for loans and by 1949 the 
Fund had increased to nearly $6,000. At 
that time it was decided to change the 
Fund to a Scholarship and Loan Fund. 
Scholarships were made available to all 
worthy candidates and grants were estab- 
lished for $400 for graduate library study, 
$150 and $200 for junior and senior year 
of undergraduate library courses, and $75 
for summer session courses. Since that 
time more than $6,000 has been awarded 
in scholarship grants by the Association. 
Although the grants seem small in light 
of present day prices they have done much 
to make additional professional training 
possible and the fine librarians who have 
been helped by it and are now working 
in our state and elsewhere are the most 
tangible evidence of the good this fund 
has done. At the end of this article is a 


list of all the Scholarship recipients, their 
present locations and positions. It is heart- 
ening to see how many have stayed in the 
library profession and how many are still 
here in Indiana. 

Of the twenty six persons who received 
scholarships up to and including the sum- 
mer of 1956, nineteen or 73% are still in 
library work, two are in school taking 
library courses and one is teaching. The 
other four are married and rearing families. 
Of those still in library work fourteen or 
73.6% are in Indiana libraries and five are 
elsewhere. It perhaps should be noted in 
this connection that starting in 1952 all 
persons accepting graduate scholarships 
were asked to repay the scholarship as a 
loan if they did not work in an Indiana 
library for at least one year after com- 
pleting their study.. Since that time two 
recipients have accepted positions else- 
where and have repayed the amount of 
the grant to the Fund. 

The Scholarship winners have gone into 
all types of library work. Of the nineteen 
still in library work, nine are in public 
libraries, five in high school libraries, four 
in special libraries and one in a university 
library. It is interesting to note that two 
of our scholarship award winners have 
served in libraries outside the United 
States, one in Alaska and the other in 
Germany. Another recipient, after being 
in library work several years, received a 
Fulbright research grant and spent a year 
in Norway studying technical libraries 
there. 

All in all it is a record of which we 
may all be proud—but our help is still 
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needed. Each year the Committee re- 
ceives applications from a number of very 
worthy candidates. Costs have gone up 
and the Committee would like to raise 
the amounts of the scholarship grants but 
this is not possible with our present funds. 
However, the membership decided at its 
annual meeting in 1955 to raise the amount 
from dues to be paid into the Fund from 
fifty cents to seventy-five cents. The Mod- 
em Binding Corporation of Portland, In- 
diana, also pledged to give an annual 
grant of $100 to one of the outstanding 
candidates. All this helps but it is not 
nearly enough and the Committee is study- 


ing other-means of augmenting the funds 
for this very worthy cause. This fall an 
appeal was made to the library staff as- 
sociations in a number of libraries in the 
state and already more than $125 has been 
added to the Fund from this source. Ideas 
as well as gifts are most welcome. The 
Committee is also always anxious and 
eager to learn of worthy candidates for 
scholarship grants or for loans. All  in- 
quiries should be addressed to the present 
Chairman of the I.L.A. Scholarship and 
Loan Fund Committee, Miss Maxine Bat- 
man, Librarian, Vincennes Public Library, 
Vincennes, Indiana.

A.L.A. MIDWINTER CONFERENCE 

The A.L.A. Midwinter meeting, January 
27-February 2, developed into a spirited 
session when the subject of the field-of- 
responsibility of the organization’s thirteen 
divisions was discussed. A report of the 
Committee on Organization was not ac- 
cepted because President Ralph Shaw was 
of the opinion that the fields-of-respon- 
sibility statements did not indicate the 
“clearly distinct” areas required by the 
Constitution. It was voted to establish a 
special committee with representation from 
each of the 13 divisions to prepare a new 
report on the scope of the divisions. The 
divisions were temporarily authorized to 
continue their existence. Also a study is to 
be made of the relationship of the Execu- 
tive Board and the Council. 

A possible change of the A.L.A. Head- 
quarters is under study. One proposal is 
that the Headquarters should be moved to

Washington, D. C. Should this proposal 
fail, there is a second proposal which aims 
at selling the present inadequate building 
and moving into rented space. 


Indiana’s official plan for participation in 
the Library Services Act program was sub- 
mitted on February 8 to the U. S. Commis- 
sioner of Education. The plan was in two 
parts: the preparation phase, for the period 
ending June 30, 1957; and the service phase 
consisting of the general program for serv- 
ice to rural areas after July 1, 1957. These 
follow the same plan as discussed at the 
district meetings and the state conference. 
The plan was approved by the Indiana Li- 
brary and Historical Board, following dis- 
cussions at its meetings in November and 
January. 

Four regional meetings held for all states 
by the Washington staff administering the 
Act resulted in the refinement of the reg- 
ulations and their promulgation as pub- 
lished in the Federal Register, effective 
December 6, 1956. The Washington office 
also issued a guide for submitting the state 
plan and the official forms to be used. 


The original grant to each state for the 
first period will be a maximum of $40,000, 
since Congress did not appropriate the full 
annual amount of $7,500,000. Accordingly 
the plan proposed for Indiana included a 
budget request for the $40,000. At this 
writing there is considerable concern over 
the fact that the President’s budget mes- 
sage recommended $3,000,000 rather than 
the full $7,500,000 for the fiscal year from 
July 1, 1957 to June 30, 1958. If Congress 
appropriates the lesser amount, Indiana 
would receive a maximum of $66,537 rather 
than $193,574 under the full appropriation. 
The Washington office of the American 
Library Association is urging librarians, 
trustees and others interested in rural li- 
brary development to urge their Congress- 
men to pass the full appropriation to ac- 
complish the purposes of the Act. 


Indiana and the Library Services Act 


Indiana is faced with a triple threat to 
the program. The first threat is the possible 
cut in the federal appropriation as de- 
scribed above. This would require a drastic 
reduction in the plans that have been 
adopted, with a consequent loss in the ef- 
fectiveness of the program. The second 
threat is the possible cut in the appropria- 
tion to the State Library, at this writing 
about to be considered as part of the gen- 
eral state appropriation bill on the floor 
of the House of Representatives. If re- 
ductions are made that would bring the 
amount below the amounts expended for 
rural library service for the period from 
July 1, 1955 to June 30, 1956, Indiana’s 
ability to participate in the Federal pro- 
gram would be seriously jeopardized. 


The third difficulty has been that the 
present provisions of Indiana law govern- 
ing the State Library were ruled by the 
Attorney General in an advisory opinion to 
be insufficient to meet the requirements of 
the Federal administration. Therefore the 
State Library and Historical Board ap- 
proved the introduction of a measure in 
the General Assembly amending the law. 
This is now Senate Bill 235, sponsored by 
Senators Charles R. Kellum and Thomas C. 
Hasbrook. Changes in the law would en- 
large the authority of the State Library to 
receive, administer and supervise the use 
of federal aid for libraries; to operate serv- 
ice centers or branch offices; to make con- 
tracts or agreements with local libraries or 
civil authorities; and to appoint an advisory 
committee and special consultants. These 
points are vital to the service phase of the 
Indiana plan. Should the bill fail to pass, 
the plan will have to be revised, possibly 
in the direction of a generalized program 
conducted more directly by the State Li-

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M. O. ROSS NAMED TO 
STATE LIBRARY BOARD 


Dr. Maurice O, Ross, president of Butler 
University, was recently appointed to the 
Indiana Library and Historical Board by 
Governor George N. Craig. The appoint- 
ment is for a four year term expiring in 
May, 1960. The vacancy in the five-mem- 
ber board was occasioned by the illness of 
Rabbi Morris M. Feuerlicht who had 
served on the board for fourteen years. 
Governor Craig selected Dr. Ross from a 
panel of nominees submitted by the Gen- 
eral Education Commission. 


Dr. Ross was born in Hillsboro, Ken- 
tucky, and received his bachelor’s degree 
from Kentucky Wesleyan in 1918. After 
service with the United States Naval Air 
Corps in World War I he was appointed 
superintendent of schools at Sturgis, Ken- 
tucky. The University of Chicago con- 
ferred the M.A. in 1924 and the Ph.D. in 
1936. 


For seven years he served as professor 
of economics at Earlham College and was 


dean of the College of Business at Earl- 
ham, 1932-1937. After a year at the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, he came to Butler 
University in 1938 as dean of the College 
of Business Administration. He has been 
president of Butler University since 1942. 
Under his administration the University 
has greatly expanded its physical plant, in- 
creased its enrollment, and achieved new 
prestige among the leading universities of 
the midwest. 


He is the author of several books and 
articles dealing with banking and finance 
and is recognized as an authority in that 
field. He has taken a keen interest in li- 
brary development and historical research 
for many years. The large number of 
Hoosiers who know him will applaud his 
appointment.

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Film Evaluated

Thirty representatives from organiza- 
tions active in audio-visual work attended 
the first Indiana Library Film Circuit 
Workshop at the I.U. Medical Center, 
Indianapolis, March 26-27, 1956. This 
workshop was suggested at the Tri-State 
Conference in Cincinnati (Nov. 5, 1955) 
when the film circuit members wished for 
more time to discuss film selection and 
use, defiinition of statistical terms and 
charges for damages. It was sponsored by 
the Indiana Library Film Circuit, Indiana 
State Library, and the Division of Library 
Science at Indiana University. 


Much of the interest of this particular 
workshop was due to the sincere effort 
made to plan, execute and evaluate it in 
accordance with principles suggested by 
the I.U.-Purdue Community Services in 
Adult Education. To this end Harriet 
Carter, Indiana State Library, Mrs. Lavern 
Walther, Division of Library Science, In- 
diana University, Stillman K. Taylor, IL. 
F.C., and Dr. Robert Smith, consultant 
from Community Services, met in Novem- 
ber and drew up a questionnaire which 
was sent to all circuit members. Simple 
“yes or no” questions and space for com- 
ments established that most members 
wanted the workshop to be “primarily for 
film circuit members but . . . open to any- 
one.” They also asked that the workshop 
provide discussion on topics as follows: 
previews of films; information on film 
selection, circulation routines, and_ utili- 
zation; discussion of insurance questions; 
and a decision on redistribution of films 
for the next year. 


On the basis of the desires of I.L.F.C. 
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members stated on these questionnaires, a 
two-day workshop was planned with a full 
program using various methods of pres- 
entation to meet five stated goals. Evalua- 
tions done in buzz sessions during the 
workshop and, also, those submitted to the 
planning committee in letters or conversa- 
tion indicated that some of these goals 
were reached and others were not. 

A paraphrase of each goal and an eval- 
uation of its accomplishment follows: 

1. TO MEET OTHERS INTERESTED 
IN AUDIO-VISUAL WORK AND TO 
HEAR SPECIALISTS IN THE FILM 
FIELD. The following libraries were rep- 
resented: Akron, Berne, Clinton, Craw- 
fordsville, Elkhart, Terre Haute, Goshen, 
Indianapolis, Kendallville, Logansport, 
Mishawaka, Muncie, New Castle, Scott 
County, Seymour, South Bend, and the In- 
diana State Library. All but one of the 
contemporary I.L.F.C. members were rep- 
resented. There were also four representa- 
tives from I.U., one from A.L.A., two from 
film companies, and one from the company 
insuring the circuit films. 

Dr. Carolyn Guss, AV Center, Indiana 
12-STATE LIBRARY-—535 Pendry 3-6 
University, Ida Goshkin, Akron Public Li- 
brary, and Mrs. Muriel Javelin, Boston 
Public Library, served as resource persons 
and contributed much information from 
their experience. It was suggested at the 
evaluation sessions that a free period for 
informal consultation with these special- 
ists would have been appreciated. 

2. TO ANSWER QUESTIONS ABOUT 
FILMS. Many questions about film selec- 
tion were answered by Dr. Guss, and Miss 
Goshkin followed through later by send- 
ing the film selection policy of Akron 
Public Library and criteria drawn up by a 
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workshop at the A.L.A. meeting in Phila- 
delphia. Questions on routines, statistics, 
and circulation were answered at business 
meetings. The representative of the insur- 
ance company was pleasant and interested 
but could give no definite answers or sug- 
gestions for charges as each case is judged 
individually by the insurance company. 


3. TO LEARN ABOUT THE LATEST 
DEVELOPMENTS IN FILMS AND 
FILM USE. Mrs. Javelin’s luncheon talk 
on “Films as a Part of the Librarian’s View- 
point” cited some of the cases in her then 
forthcoming article “Putting Films to Work” 
in A.L.A. Bulletin, April, 1956, to inform 
the Workshop of current activities in other 
libraries. 

Miss Goshkin’s demonstration of three 
varied programs based on the film “Peiping 
Family” was praised by all evaluations as 
an inspiration for better-integrated film 
programs. 

4. TO HEAR ABOUT THE START 
OF INDIANA’S FIRST PUBLIC LI- 
BRARY FILM CIRCUIT. Harriet Carter 
spoke on the development of the LL.F.C. 
and, particularly, on the respective roles of 
the State Library and the film circuit mem- 
bers. She also outlined some problems 
that needed further improvement. 

5. TO EXPRESS OPINIONS AND BE- 
LIEFS. According to evaluations, the 
Monday afternoon discussion designated as 
“Using Films For Discussion” failed not- 
ably in this respect. Reasons suggested for 
this failure were these: 1. lack of a stated 
goal for the session (if the goal of this ses- 
sion was a discussion of problems and ex- 
periences of film use many of those present 
never realized it); 2. lack of understand- 
ing of the respective roles of participants 
and resource persons; 3. a unit of more 
than twenty which was too large for effec- 
tive discussion. 


FIVE COLLEGE LIBRARIES RECEIVE 
A.L.A. GRANTS 

Five Indiana colleges have received sub- 
grants from the Association of College and 
Reference Libraries, a division of A.L.A. 
The money was made available by private 
industry in order to improve the collec- 
tions, equipment, and programs of library 
service in the institutions aided. The grants 
were modest sums, ranging largely’ from 
$300 to $500. 

The colleges receiving sub-grants were 
these: Hanover College, Hanover; Rose 
Polytechnic Institute, Terre Haute; Saint 
Joseph’s College, Collegeville; Wabash Col- 
lege, Crawfordsville; Earlham College, 
Richmond. 

These grants are indicative of the grow- 
ing concern felt by business leaders for the 
development of broader reading interests 
among students. 


Whatever the causes for this failure, they 
were corrected in the demonstrations Tues- 
day morning and participation was good 
thereafter, but the best opportunity for 
comparing community experiences had 
passed. 

General opinion seemed to be that the 
workshop was both enjoyable and valuable. 
Goal number three was met with interest- 
ing and helpful detail. Goals numbered 
one, two and four were well met also. The 
success of these sessions rested on the 
thorough preparation and wide experience 
of the resource people. The discussion 
which failed to draw out the opinions of 
the entire group depended on the discus- 
sion skills of participants who were inada- 
quately prepared. The Workshop proved 
there is much room for improvement not 
only in film use but, also, in general dis- 
cussion techniques. Committee planning
